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SENATE BARS BEER 
IN U. §. BUILDINGS 


House, However, May 
Knock Out Prohibitory 
Clause in District Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—(4)— 
The bill which was to be the model 
beer !aw of them all—a statute to reg- 
ulate distribution of the new 3.2 brew 
in the District of Columbia—stirred 
a new tempest today as the senate 
passed it with an amendment pro- 
hibiting sale in any government build- 
ing whatever. 

The amendment was voted, 44 to 
28, just about the time that the ad- 
ministration chieftains made known 
they had no objections to beer sale 
at army and navy posts. President 
Roosevelt decided to leave the matter 
to the responsible secretaries. He 
required only that West Point and 


Annapolis do without. Also it is 
not expected to be sold aboard ships. 
Since the bill passed by the senate 
today must now go back to the house, 
many senators hoped that the federal 
building prohibition, which affects the 
capitol restaurants, would be knocked 
out. Generally it was interpreted by 
them as applying to government build- 
ings throughout the country, includ- 
ing military posts, though its author, 
Senator Gore, democrat, Oklahoma, 
said that was not his purpose. 
Shortly before the beer measure was 
voted, the first big modification of 
the Volstead act had gone into force.

TENNESSEE GOVERNOR

What is the remedy in Georgia? 

I venture to offer the following 
suggestions for improvement of the 


situation in Georgia today: 

1. We need a unified program. 
Honest, fearless, able candidates 
should run for governor with very 
carefully worked-out and definite pro- 
grams, and the same type of men 
should . offer for the legislature on 
the platforms of the gubernatorial 
candidate. (A legislative candidate 
should stand on the platform of one 
of the gubernatorial candidates.) If 
the new governor 
would take over the reins knowing 
that he had a legislature with him, 
and something should be accomplish- 
ed. At the present time there Is a 
possibility that. there will be 256 or 
°57 different programs, or one for 
every legislator and the governor. The 
voter should make up his mind which 
candidate he will support for gover- 
nor and then he should inquire of 
legislative candidates whether they 
stand 6n the program of this guber- 
natorial candidate or not, and_ the 
voter should be governed accordingly. 
The reason why President Roosevelt 
is putting things over in congress 1S 
because of the things mentioned above 
and the fact that when the elections 
took place last fall the voters select- 
ed democrats for congress, believing 
that they would back the new deal. 

2. Lobbyists -should be banished 
completely from the state capitol. I 
might edd—from the Atlanta hotels 
as well. Ugly stories have been tircu- 
lated about the pernicious influence 
exerted by lobbyists employing sordid 
methods. I believe that many of the 
legislators are good men and cannot 
be reached by the lobbyist. We need 
men in the legislature who are there 
working for the whole. people of Geor- 
gia and not for just a group, an in- 
terest, of a section. Let us be careful 
to elect men whose judgment we are

A prominent 
member of the last legislature told ‘me 
that “the legislature is divided into 
two groups, a small number who are 
really interested and who work them- 
selves almost to death and have little 
time for anything outside their duties. 


The other, a much-larger group, have 


no particular interest in anything, 
and would much prefer spending their 
time in a picture show.”

HEY, SKINNAY, HAVE YOU HAD 
YOUR INSULIN TODAY? 


A young physician with all the 
fancy trimmings our highbrow system 
demands in the physician today, hav- 
ing engaged in private practice less 
than two years, protests that I am 
too fond of boosting specialists and 
men of established prominence and 
that evidently I have forgotten the 
younger and comparatively unknown 
man who is trying to exist if not to 
live in keen competition with all the 
clinges, and so on, 

When I say “young” or “old” doc- 
tor I do not think of the man’s age, 
but of his progressiveness, The insulin 
treatment to enable the underweight 
individual to gain weight and vigor, 
affords an instance. While this is 
now becoming generally recognized as 
a valuable method, when J first advo- 
cated it here a few years ago (of 


course I didn’t discover the idea; I 
just discovered that some good phy- 
siclans were using the method with 
highly satisfactory results, and. I 
thought it fair to let the public know 
about it)—the reaction of physicians 
to inquiries of patients was typical. 
The old men (not a few young in 
years) arbitrarily asserted that it 
isn’t done or that it is not safe. The 
young men (many. with long ‘years of 
experience) were either familiar with 
the method by reason of their con- 
stant endeavor to keep abreast of the 
march of medicine, or they promptly 
took steps to learn what little the 
physician requires to know about it 
and gave their patients the benefit 
of the new knowledge. 

_ An eastern physician has just pub- 
lished his studies of the effect of 
insulin in thin persons. The standard 
dosage Was ten units subcutaneously 
three times a day, some more and 
some less, and the patients had a 
liberal diet. The patients gained 
weight immediately, the gain being 
less marked as the weight approached 
normal. In many cases the weight 
continues to increase for weeks or 
months after the insulin is discon- 
tinued; in nearly all the gain is after 
the insulin.is stopped; occasionally a 
patient loses part of the gain alter 
the insulin is stopped. The gain-aver- | 
ages three or four pounds .a. week, for. 
from one to twelve -weéks.: -_.- »~ 

Most patients have a marked im- 
provement in the sense. of well-being 
soon after the treatment is started. 
They feel like new persons.. Appetite,-} 
of course, is increased. They become. 
more cheerful and jolly in disposi- 
tion. Of course. That goes with the 
fat, what? They are certainly strong-: 
er and have more life in them. The 
treatment is truly tonic—and for this 
reason it is being used as a valuable | 
adjuvant method in some cases of tu- 
berculosis. :

BOURT UPHOLDS 
ALABAMA VENIE 


Defense Move Last by 
Counsel for ‘Scottsboro’ 
Negroes. 


DECATUR, Ala., March 31.—(?) 
Judge James E. Horton, presiding 
in Morgan circuit court today, de- 
nied a motion to quash the venire for 
the trial of Heywood Patterson, 19- 
year-old Chattanooga negro, setting 
the stage for the new. trial of the 
youth on charges of attacking a white 
woman two years ago. A jury was 
draw quickly and taking of testimony 
was set for Monday. 

The decision came after Attorney- 
General Thomas €©. Knight had in- 
formed the court the rest of the 
state’s rebuttal witnesses would offer 
cumulative testimony to show that 


negroes were not “systematically and 
arbitrarily” excluded from jury duty 
solely because of race. 

The negro is one of nine indicted 
for an attack on two girls aboard a 
Southern railway freight train in 
Jackson county two years ago, in 
what since has become known as “the 
Scottsboro ease,” taking the name of 
the town in which eight of the. nine 
were tried and sentenced to death. 

The decision ended three and a half 
days of the -defense efforts to lay 
predicates for an appeal to the United 
States supreme court. 

In denying the motion to quash the 
venire, Judge Horton held that the ab- 
sence of negroes from the venire and 
from the jury rolls was not a viola- 
tion of the constitutional right of the 
defendant under the fourteenth amend- 
ment. That question had been at is- 
sue throughout the week, first in the 
motion to quash the indictment, which 
was overruled Tuesday, and later in 
the move to set aside the venire. 

The defense filed exceptions to both 
decisions. : 

A. ©. Almon, Decatur attorney, to- 
day was added to the defense counsel, 
to aid in striking the jury. He joined 
Joseph R. Brodsky, of New York, 
and George W. Chamlee, of Chatta- 
nooga, whom the International Labor 
Defense employed earlier in the case. 
Samuel 8S. Liebowitz, chief of defense 
counsel, voluntarily joined the at- 
torneys later at the invitation of the 
International Labor Defense. 


The jury is-as follows: Eugene D. 
Bailey Jr., of Decatur, draftsman, 
foreman; John J. Bryant, of Falk- 
ville, farmer; Eddie Edwards, of De- 
catur, filling station operator; Wil- 
liam L. Grimes, Decatur, bookkeeper; 
Robert L. Landers, Decatur, unem- 
ployed; James F. Stewart Jr., of 
Hartselle, merchant; J. Foreman 
Wallace, of Danville, farmer; Irwin 
Craig, of Decatur, barber; Cecil Craw- 
ford, of Joppa, farmer; John Davis, 
of Decatur, bookkeeper; Eugene 'E.

Horton gave the .jurymen 
the usual charge about remaining to- 
gether and instructed them to discuss 
the case as little as possible over 
the week-end. He then recessed the 
trial until Monday.

Dr. Owensby’s letter follows: 

“IT have just noted, in the columns 
of The Atlanta Constitution, your re- 
cent editorial entitled ‘Murder by the 
State.’ 

“It is somewhat of a paradox that 
we have so many preachers presiding 
over so many churches which are fill- 
ed each Sunday with large congrega- 
tions of people who claim to be Chris- 
tians and who contribute to heathens 
that have never treated their men- 
tally ill fellow men and women in 
such a barbarous manner as we do. 
Perhaps they are damned beyond any 
hope of redemption, or perhaps the 
Georgia brard of Christianity is just 
plain hokum, quien sabe? 

“The picture you drew of the treat- 
ment accorded by the state of Georgia 
to its mentally ill citizens is not a 
pleasant one, but it was wonderfully 
accurate. Since this particular class 
of sick people are unable to speak 
for themselves, sincerely trust that 
you will continue your humanitarian

Talmadge Tells Dublin 
Crowd New Levy Would 
Aid “Machines.” 


DUBLIN, Ga., March 31.—Cheered 
wildly in his first public appearance 
since the end of the legislature’s hien- 
nial session, Governor. Eugene ‘Tal- 
madge told a crowd of several thou- 


sand gathered here today for Dub . 


lin’s home-coming celebration that he 
will consider supporting a _ general 
sales tax only after the ad valorem 
system breaks down completely and 
even then he will not favor the pro- 
posed new system unless drastic re- 
ductions are made in state expendi- 
tures. 

The chief executive made it plain 
that he feels that a sales tax would 
bring considerable revenue into the 
state treasury and this would be the 
object of politicians seeking to build 
up machines as a result of the easy 
access to moner, pointing out that the 
tax in Pennsylvania not only has add- 
ed income to the state but has re- 
sulted in the employment of hun- 
dreds of additional job holders. 

“We have got to study this sales 
tax thing from all angles,” the gov- 
ernor said in addressing a large crowd 
gathered on rhe courthouse lawn sbort- 
ly after noon.

These 
will be made sometime today. 

The cars are accompanied by Bill 
Taylor, of the A. A. A., who selected 
the cars at random from the assembly 
line at the factory and has had them 
under observation ever since. 

The six-cylinder roadster recently 
set new records at. Lookout Moun- 
tain, Signal Mountain and Cameron 
hill, Chattanooga. The eight set a new 
record at Shades Mountain and 
earlier this week the two hill-climb 
records at Montgomery, Ala., were 
taken, one by the six and the other 
by the eight. The six-cylinder car is 
driven by Al Miller and the eight is 
driven by Chet Miller, who broke the 
record for climbing Pike’s Peak last 
Labor Day in a stock Terraplane six. 

The present record for Stone Moun- 
tain is not official, in that it is not 
on the A. A. A. books, but Chick 
Murray, driving an Overland Red 
Bird, has been timed by local news- 
papermen in 4 minutes 37 seconds. 
The record for Steward avenue, which 
is one mile long, is 44.4 seconds and 
that for Buena Vista, which is 364 
feet, is 10.6 seconds. These two are 
A. A. A. records held by Ab Jenkins, 
in a Studebaker President roadster. 

The cars are timed by men select- 
ed by the A. A. A., with six stop- 
watches which have been synchronized 
by the bureau of standards in Wash- 
ington.

One of the principal unofficial 
trade authorities here issued a month- 
ly crop report today 24 hours ahead 
of other private experts, and estimat- 
ed domestic winter wheat production 
this season at only 355,000,000 bush- 


els, the smallest total in many years. 
On the basis of an‘ average crop of 
spring wheat, this would mean about 
100,000,000 bushels less than the do- 
mestic disappearance of wheat dur- 
ing each of the last two years. 

In the face of persistent selling 
attributed largely to liquidation by 
government-financed agencies, wheat 
held most of the day’s upturn, clos- 
ing unsettled 5-8 to 1 above yester- 
day’s finish, with corn 1-8 to 1-4 up, 
oats unchanged to 1-4 higher, and 
provisions exactly unchanged. 

Corn and oats borrowed firmness 
from wheat. 

Provisions were upheld by hog mar- 
ket strength.

WASHINGTON, March 31.—(>)— 
Cessation of battleship building until 
“we can overhaul our system of na- 
tional defense’ was recommended to 
the house military committee today by 
Major General Benjamin D. Foulois, 
chief of the army air corps. 
Recalling the democratic platform 
pledge for a survey of the nation’s 
armed forces, Foulois said: 

“We must take immediate steps to 
overhaul our entire system of national 
defense. No more battleships should 
be built unless the future policy of 
the United States is to be to invade 
foreign countries. 

“All future sea engagements, in my 
opinion, normally will be within the 
cruising range of land-based airships. 
That statement is based on a ‘study 
of all naval engagements for the last 
300 years.” 

_Foulois testified that the five-year 
air program approved by congress in 
1926 “now is in its seventh year and 
still incomplete,” principally because 
of the necessity for saving money.”
